My work is constantly evolving - sometimes in several directions. In the past ten 
years, I have worked in various styles - including realism, photo-realism, plein-air 
landscape painting, trompe 1'oeil, figurative painting and non-objective painting. 

Recently, I have been interested in the revival of expressionism in painting, along 
with the return of narrative subjects. In my May Show painting, "You Never Call Me", 
you see both interests coming forth. This painting is from a series of "situations" 
portrayed in expressive paint and color. The events depicted in these paintings are 

(over) 
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ordinary moments in time - a person reaching for something, or turning around, or 
picking up a cup of coffee. These ordinary moments are intentionally heightened by 
color, brushwork and compositional structure. The results are interpretive. 

"You Never Call Me" is typical of this series - an ordinary moment laced with 
ambiguity and uncertainty. I leave it to the viewer to decide whether this moment 
is benign or threatening, insignificant or crucial, serious or humorous.
